PROPOSAL DECRIED 
BY SENATOR REED 


He Also Attacks the Allied 
Governments as “Repudi- 
ators,” Particularly That 


of France. 


ADDRESSES MISSOURI 
BAR ASSOCIATION 


Touiches on Favorite Theme 
of “Too Much Law” and 
Takes Fling at Vice Presi- 
dent Dawes. 


The Allied Governments, particu- 
larly the French Government, were 
attacked as repudiati6nists, and the 
proposal of association with them 


in the World Court was decried, by 
United States Senator James A. 
Reed, in his address at the dinner 
which closed the two days’ meeting 
of the Missouri Bar Association, at 
Hotel Statler, last night. 

Senator Reed followed his newly 
appointed colleague, Senator 
George H. Williams, who read a 
carefully prepared address on “Sov- 
ereignty,” largely abstract in char- 
acter, setting forth that sovereign- 
ty resides in the people, not in their 
government, and that this sover- 
eignty is the basis and the condi- 
tion of individual rights. 

Reed praised Williams’ address 
and said that, if the new Senator 
stuck to his thesis, he would vote 
with Reed on most questions. 

Cloture Rule Ridiculed. 

Before discussing international 
matters, Sepator Reed touched on 
his favorite theme of “too much 
law,”’ and ridiculed Vice President 
Dawes, whose name he 
| mention, for trring to make more 
| legislation by the Senate possible. 
“This blatherskite,” Reed com- 
mented, “runs up and down the 
country saying the Senate ought to 
quit talking and vote, when the 


gress talked all the time and never 
voted on anything. If he were in 
the Senate he would not want clo- 
ture, but everybody else would.” 
In attacking the World Court. 
Senator Reed condemned the po- 
sition of Presidents Harding and 
Coolidge in withholding from the 
League of Nations, but proposing 
membership in the Court. He 
assailed the Harding suggestion of 
a self-perpetuatinge Court. He 4de- 
clared that the element of disir- 
|terested impartiality, essential to 
jany court, could not “be attained in 
a World®Court, on any

international question. An Amer 
ican member of the Court who 
(would decide a vital question 
against this nation, he said, would 
'theneeforth be a man without a 
|country, and the same would »e 
true of the judges from other na- 
tions. \

He pictured the allied Govern- 
ments begging for financia! aid 
from the United States Treasury, 
and signing agreements to repay 
with 5 per cent interest. Great 
Britain, he said, has been “the hon- 
estest of the lot,”” yet he estimated 
that the settlement with that coun- 
try cost the United States $69,000.,- 
000 a year, by comparison with the 
interest which this Government 
must pay on its bonds. 

Compares France With Russia. 

He compared the attitude of 
France with that of Russia, saying 
that revolutionary Russia had been 
blamed for repudiating the debts of 
the Czar’s government, but that 
France sought to repudiate with- 
out having changed its form of 
government. “We haven't heard 
from Italy or Poland.” he added, 
“and Belgium eays that, because 
Woodrow Wilson said she ought to 
be let off. easy, therefore we should 
let her off altogether.” 

Combining the British settie- 
ment. and what he termed the 
“weak” proposal made to France 
by the American negotiators, and 
not accepted by France, he figured 
that this country would lose $1, 
447.272.8190 by the two settlements.

Hardships of Winter. 


As we rented tne land out and 
cultivated only a few acres, our 
place might have better been called 
a suburban home than a farm, but 
we had enough farm life to give us 
experience. We boys had the wood 
cut and the chores to do. I, being 
the oldest, used the laboring oar, so 
to speak, and learned to milk and 


care for the stock and do the gen- | 


eral chores. If I were required to 
select the days of my boyhood 
which were least enjoved the lot 
would fall on the winter days of 
this period. 


‘My first business was to make 
the fire in the Franklin stove, and 
then go to the barn and feed the 
horses, cows and hogs. Then came 
the milking. and then breakfast. 
Sometimes we had a farm hand 
and I played the part/of assistant. 
but much of the time we did not 
have enough to justify the employ- 
ment of a man in the winter time, 
and the burden fell on me. 


More than 50 years have passed 
since those days, and I can see my- 
self engaged in this drudgery, my 
nose running, my fingers numb, and 
with feelings for which the Sunday 
school songs I knew did not furnish 
fitting expression. 

And yet I look back to these 
days as the most valuable of my 
life, and I would not for anything 
have them eliminated. They taught 
me industry and obedience, and 
they gave mean exercise which no 
gymnasium can supply. My phys- 
ical strength has been an inval- 
uable asset, and I feel that I am 
indebted to work on the farm for 
the strength that has enabled me 
to endure fatigue and withstand 
iliness. 

Our verdicts which we pronounce 
in youth are often revised and set 
aside in mature life. I am sure 
that the indictments which I would 
have framed about the time the 
chores were done are very unlike 
the judgments that I now render 
in retrospect. ~

Assaulted and Paint Ruined 
by Putting Salt in It. 


Difficulties encountered bv an 
“open shop” operator in obtaining 
and performing city work was out- 
lined -yesterday by B. T. Trimble. 
manager of the Eureka Shops, 4511 
McMillan avenue, whose contract 
to decorate City Courtroom No. 1 
resulied in the Painters’ Union 
calling out approximately 100 
union painters employed on city: 
work. 

Trimble was awarded the con- 
tract to decorate the courtroom 
on a bid of $368, slightly lower 
than the bids of two competitors 
operating strictiy union shops. He 
began work a week ago. selecting 
four men, who he says had union 
from among his 27 em- 
pioyes, for the job. 

Salt Put in Paint. 

Trim bie says the pr reparatory | 
efforts in the courtroom resulted | 
thus: <All wnion paingare employed 
at city institutions and all painters 
of union employers doing city work 
went on strike: salt was put tn 15 
gallons of aint to be used in 
nalinting the courtroom, causing a 
loss of $40; Ross Clark, one of the! 
four men working on the job, was’ 
assaulted by a group of men while 
leaving the Municipal Courts 
Building: and Mrs. Marian Trim- 
ble Trimble’s mother, was insulted 
several men, who went to her 
home on the day work started, re- 
questing to see him i 

Trimble got police protection 
and the work is now being pushed 
br eight painters, four of whom 
Trimbie says have union cards. 
The men are being paid the union 
wage scale. $10.40 per day, and 
work under the same conditions’ 
as in a strictly union shop, Trim-} 
ble sars 

The Eureka Shops specialize in 
interior decorating. ‘The nature 
of our business makes it tmpossi- 
ble for us to employ only union 
painters,” Trimble said. “We must 
have men who can do our style of 
work and when we get one who: 
can we don't ask him whether he 
belongs to the union or not. Qur 
customers don’t ask us whether 
our men are union members, Dut 
they do want results.” 

Shop Employs 70 Men. 

The Eureka Shops employs as 
79 painters during rush 
accorting to Trimble, 
many of whom ‘are union mem- 
bers. Records of his company 
show that the concern has done 
decorating in several hundred St. 
Louls homes and has also recetv- 
ed contracts from numerous com- 
mercial houses and office build- 
ings. Trimble came to St. Louis, 
from New York four years ago and 
says he has been attempting to ob- 
tain city work ever since. The 
courtroom job is his vue city con- 
tract and, despite the difficulties 
encountered, Trimble enys he will 
bid on more city work.

Judge Elbert 
Gary established the main plant of the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation near the west- 
ern border of Mrs. Carr’s tract. A town grew 
up around it, the present thriving city of 
Gary. It was no longer a lonely horizon for 
Mrs. Carr's eyes.

riches, consulted Everett G. Ballard, a Chi- 
cago attorney. Ballard told her that she had 
a squatter’s right to the land, even though 
Bingham’s oral contract with her could be 
overthrown in court. She had by her years 
of perseverance and sacrifice established ‘‘ad 
verse possession” of the land. 

The theory of “‘‘adverse possession’ in 
rests upon unmolested and unchallenged oc- 
cupancy of property over a long period of 
years. Claims of ownership by outsiders to 
such property become outlawed in 20 years. 
Attorney Ballard advised Mrs. Carr to bring 
suit to “quiet’’ title to her holdings. To do 
this she must publicly announce her claim to 
the land and stand ready to defend it in 
court. 

In 1908 the first claimants bobbed up. They 
were Mrs. Jessie Philbin of New York and 
Mrs. Nettie Tyler of Washington, D. C., heirs 
of William Holliday, who had at one time 
owned the Carr tract. They possessed pa- 
pers tending to show that Holliday had list- 
ead the tract as part of his estate and had 
never signed a deed or transfer of title to a 
purchaser. On this ground they challenged 
Mre. Carr’s right to the tract. 

While this case was slowly grinding 
through the courts another set of claimants 
appeared. These were Mrs. Rose Hitt, Aza 
Hitt, W. W. Hall, Mrs. Mary B. Matthews and 
others of Chicago, who asserted that they 
were heirs of Congressman Robert H. Hitt of 
Tilinols, who had owned the land under a 
Gorernment deed. This deed, ther contended, 
should abrogate the original deed to Poca- 
kauis and should dispossess Mrs. Carr.

to carry on her legal fight. BdaWard and as- 
sociated lawyers helped to finance the first 
litigation. She was a widow, her husband 
having died in 1902. 

For 17 years the law suits dragged on. Mrs.

Her first victory was won when in 1913 the 
Appellate Court at La Porte Ind., disallowed 
the claims of the Philbin heirs on their merits 
as to one parcel of the tract.

The verdict is by no means final. Although 
the presiding Judge ruled that Bingham’s 
oral gift to Mrs. Carr should stand as a legal 
contract the Court did nét presume to es- 
tablish Bingham’s title to the land he gave 
away.

They do not bound 
his vision. For he 
sees witli the eyes of 
an artist and if the 
walis of Oklahoma's 
prison do not open 
out to free him to the world, they let him 
bring the world within. They are the can- 
vas on which he paints—the gray stone and 
the grim steel—these are his canvas. And 
he has painted through many dull drear 
days, during many silent nights he has lain 
awake with his thoughts of paints, of oils, 
of constructions, of perspectives. For Maas 
has been in prison for more than a quarter 
of a century—because the crime for which 
he paid the penalty was bruta!l. With an ax, 
in their dugout home in Oklahoma, in 1898, 
Maas killed his wife. 

She was a beautiful peasant girl and he a 
high-born officer in the army of Prussia’s 
war lord. His career he abandoned for 
love. Penniless he came to America. Love 
was buried in the drudgery of an Oklahoma 
homestead) Hate took its place. Then 
murder came. 


> His friends—for the man has friends who 
have toiled unceasingly through 25 years for 
his release—deciare that Conrad Maas is 
mad. That was the decision of a Kansas 
board of examining physicians when Maas, 
with other Oklahoma convicts, was kept 
under contract in the Kansas Penitentiary. 
But the brutality of his crime had aroused 
the State of Oklahoma. Although the Ger- 
man Government, then in the friendliest re- 
lations with this country, used every influ- 
€nte to free the man and take him home, 
its efforts were a failure. 

Then came a time. after many years, 
When Governor Haskell of Oklahoma decid- 
@dto pardon Maas. Relatives were in Okla- 
homa City to take him home. But the old 
lifetermer refused a pardon. “I am in- 
hocent of any crime,’ he said. ‘‘The State 
of Oklahoma has held me here in prison 
Many years. If it pays me for my time I 
60, if not, I stay. I refuse to accept a par- 
don,” Stay he did. and continued to deco- 
Tate the prison walls, his own cell, the ro-

HEY came upon an old German farm- 

er who laughed at Conrad's painting 

as ‘“‘just foolishness.’ So the artist, 
penniless by now, went to work In the fields 
for him. Evidently the old man was im- 
pressed. That night he offered the young 
folks a chance to rent his farm. He had 
wanted to retire. ‘‘You would make a splen- 
did farmer, my friend,” he said, ‘‘but an 
artist—that is foolishness.” 

They talked it over after supper. “I was 
raised on a farm and ] know how,” Gretchen 
told him. ‘‘You can work and here you wil! 
grow quite strong once more. It is beau- 
tiful and there will be many times when you 
can paint.’”” So it was determined. They 
arranged the lease next morning. Gretchen, 
who was sickened of the towns, could have 
kissed the cows, so happy was she on a farm. 


But with Conrad Maas it was different

rad Maas wasn’t a drinking man. Beer? 
That was something else again, but 
schnapps? Ugh! Whisky he abhorred. How- 
ever, the three who stopped at his place at 
dusk that evening were persistent. He must 
drink. When he refused they threatened. 
Three against one. Three men who were 
armed with pistols and whose whale demean- 
or threatened fight. The wife of Conrad 
Maas was all a-tremble. Shrinking into one 
corner of the dugout she pleaded with him 
to join their company. He stood his ground 
against their invitation and her pleadings 
until she began tocry. Then he reached for 
the bottle that was set before him. ‘All 
right then,’ he said. “Prosit!’’ And he 
wiped his mouth with the back of his grimy 
hand, calloused with uncongenia! labor. 
“Have another,” said his visitors, as the 
bottle was passed around. He took another. 
And athird. And then they rode away. 


So much is known of what happened in 
the Oklahoma sod house on that night. The 
rest of the tale no man has told. It would 
not be a pleasant story. The brooding man, 
excited by his drinks, the shrinking pitiful 
wife, the scene as he raised the ax and took 
her life—it were better left untold. 

Neighbors, the day following, didn't see 
Conrad Maas about, nor for two days foi- 
lowing. They noticed that his “tock was 
‘“‘gaunting up.’ They visited the sod house. 
On the kitehen floor lay what had once 
been beautiful Gretchen Schmidt. The body 
was cold in death and rats had gnawed at 
the face that once had turned thé heart of 
a German Lieutenant. On the floor beside 
her lay a bloody ax that told the story, The 
footprints of Conrad Maas were found in 
the crimson pools where he had stepped in 
his frantic hurry to leave the scene of the 
murder he had done. 


KLAHOMA was shocked by the bru- 
tality of the crime. Rough as were 
those border men they were not likely 
to forgive the murder of a woman. Posses 
went out to seek the runaway husband. 
Telegraph wires flashed his description 
everywhere. Within two weeks he was 
found. He had struck south-——perhaps to 
leave the country. Brought back home 
there was talk of lynching. The case was 
taken to El! Reno on a change of venue, 80 
bitter was the feeling. The sentence was life. 


Again and again efforts were made to 
free him. Dr. F. C. Rlieloff, then Ger- 
man Consul in St. Louis, attempted to gain 
a pardon for the man in 1906. The best 
of attorneys were procured. But even the 
evidence of the Kansas physicians did not 
weigh against the determination of Okla- 
homa to exact life for life. “Germany may

For Africa, and Asia, too, dSelieve as they 
have believed from immemorial time, that 
the aged elephant, when about to die, re- 
tires to some hidden place—perhaps a secret 
valley in dhe mountains—and having gained 
that “Ivory Valley,”’ lays him down to give 
up his elephantine ghost. 


“Did you ever,’’ demands the native of 
the doubter, ‘“‘see a dead elephant?’’ The 
natives swear they never did unless it be 
an elephant killed by themselves or a white 
hunter. And the white man to whom the 
question is propounded must answer them 
with: “No.’’ For half a century at least 
big-game hunters and scientists have tried 
to find an answer to the riddle: ‘‘What does 
become of the aged elephant?” 


The African or the Indian tusker will 
lead a placid pachyderm life for something 
like 140 years. There is evidence to show 
that some of them have lived to be 200. But 
the evidence fails to tell where or when one 
has died a natura) death. Evidently tiey 
must die. Evidently they must have died 
long before the white man with his high- 
powered gun developed killing to a science 
Which takes the lives of thousands— Dr. 
Kunz in 1916 estimated 50,000—every 
year, Yet of their deathbeds in half a cen- 
tufy not a trace is found. 


If you say that vultures and hyenas pick 
their bones, that answer is but half-way log- 
leal. There still exist on earth today the 
bones of clephants and their progenitors 
that have been dead ten thousand years ana 
More. Vultures and hyenas do not eat the 
bones themselves. An elephant’s skeleton 
Would be a hard thing to overlook by men 
Who penetrate the jungles. Where, then, 
0 the dving elephants go, if not to the 
“Valley of Ivory’’?

Cripps, the famous elephant hunter, while 
in the forests of Anarajapoora, was told by 
the natives that he was then in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of the spot ‘‘where the elephants 
come to die.” Indian elephants, so Cripps 
was told, hide themselves in a valley near 
Adams Peak. It is reached, the natives said, 
by a hidden, narrow pass with high walls of 
rock on either side. So secret is the en- 
trance no man nag penetrated it. 


Such were the tales the Duc d’Orleans 
heard in India. In Africa, three years ago, 
according to the Duke's statement, Sekweba, 
a native tracker, told him how he had found 
the “Ivory Valley."’ Sekweba was old and 
blind, hent with his years and very near to 
death. He was one of the Bonga tribe, and 
in his youth had been a mighty hunter.

He lives in an English castle and he is im- 
mensely wealthy.

And, after all, there is nothing more bi. 
zarre about winning a kingdom by finding a 
secret valley in the mountains than by seek- 
ing it in the spin of an ivory roulette ball 
at Monte Carlo. Charles, late Emperor of 
Austria, sought his kingship back the latter 
way. Four of his followers played a sys- 
tem with funds supplied by the ex-Empress 
Zita, a few years ago. It didn't win. 


Nor, thus far, have any of the schemes 
of Louis Philippe been successful. Exiled 
from France, he returned in disguise in 
1890 and enlisted in the French army un- 
der another name. That won him a prison 
sentence and exile again. In the World 
War he offered his eword to France, to En- 
giand, to Belgium, to Italy and finally to 
the United States, for which his father, the 
Comte de Paris, fought in the Civil War. He 
was refused. Just after he had announced 
his proposed search for the Valley of Ivory, 
Louis Philippe made an impassioned ‘Te- 
quest of France for permission to return to 
his home land and end his days in peace. 
“God grant,’’ he prayed, “that I may see 
France again before I die.” 


WW ii seare he wins or loses wealth in 


his search for the Ivory Valley, the 

Duc d'Orleans will have won some- 
thing if he can settle definitely the ques- 
tion of whether it exists. For, despite 
the testimony of the old-time hunters, 
modern sportemen and _ scientists are 
inclined to put little faith in the tale. 
But is it really so remarkable for one 
to say that the elephants go to die in “Ivory 
Valley’? The same peewee, among our Mis- 
sour! birds, returns from the pampas of 
Argentina each June to nest again in the 
valley of the Mississippi. The same yellow. 
billed cuckoo finds its way from the Amazon 
to the Missouri's banks to feed on caterpil- 
lars. The nightingale, from Africa, crosses 
desert and sea to build its home in the En- 
gliish hedgerow where it was hatched. Year 
after year swarms of clouded yellow butter- 
flies fly up through France and flit across 
the English Channel because their ancestors 
came flying across what was then a meadow- 
land connecting the British Isles with Eu- 
rope, say, 20,000 years ago. Certainly birds 
and insects have a directional sense as 
much a mystery to men as our radio would 
be to them. The clouded yellow butterfly 
never sees England until he files across 
the channel. Why, then, need the elephant 
have ever seen the “Ivory Valley,”’ to which 
he le supposed to go to keep his rendesvous 
with death? Why-should he, who is twice 
a septuagenarian, not know as much of the 
mysteries as the butterfly that was born but 
Testerday?
